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How ro Maxe Fruit TREEs 
Briossom.—In an exchange we find the 
followiug statement of an experience 
in ueing fruit blossoms: 

1 wish to describe a method of 
making fruit trees bear that I blun- 
dered on. Some years ago I had a 
small apple tree that leaned consider- 
ably. T drove a stake beside it, tied 
a string toa limb and fastened it to 
the stake. The next year that limb 
blossomed full, and not another blos- 
som appeared on that tree: and, as 
Tom Bunker said, it set me to think 

and I came to the conclusion 
that the string was so tight that it 
prevented the sap from returning to 
the roots; consequently it formed fruit 
buds. Having a couple of pear trees 
that were large enough to bear, but 
had never blossomed, I took coarse 
twine, wound it round the tree sev- 
eral times above the lower limbs, and 
tied it as tight as I could. The next 
Spring all above the cord blossomed 
as white as a sheet, and there was not 
one blossom below where the cord 
was tied. I have since tried the ex- 
periment on several trees with almost 
the same result. I think it a much 


better Ne, cutting off the roots. 
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and Judge Bounifield, 
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In early Summer, say June or July, 
wind a strong cord around the tree, or 
single limb, and tie it, the tighter the 
better, and you will be pleased with 
the result. The next Winter or Spring 
the cord may be taken of.

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An English mechanic has contrived 
to make a steam engine do its own 
stoking. A large sheet iron hopper is 
set above the mouth of the — 
and in front of the boiler. This is the 
receptacle for coals. Below the hop- 
per a steel crusher is made to run 
somewhat rapidly, and, as the coals 
fall 5 ee 2 their own gravity 
upon this grinding a tus, they 
are reduced to the ä of cob 
nuts by the action of the crusher. 
Thence the equalized fuel drops upon 
a pair of fans inclosed in a box, and 
running in wg directions at a 
high velocity. e fans are in fact 
the furnace feeders, for as the box has 
but one opening, and that leads to the 
fire, they literally blow the coals into 
the latter and distribute them equally 
over the whole surface of the fire bars. 
The feed is regulated in quantity ac- 
cording to the heavy or light work the 
engine may be doing, by means of a 
single adjusted set screw. This is the 
automaton stoker. The furnace fires 
are fed and steam is kept up in the 
boiler without the turning of a shovel, 
and all the fireman has to dois to 
smoke his pipe and whistle “Down in 
a coal mine.“

In mining tax suits judgment for 
State. Tax and penalty. 


This is a brief yet concise account 
of the last high- handed outrage perpe- 
trated against the Bonana Kings. The 
decition was rendered in the District 
Court by Judge Richard Rising, whose 
election the Enterprise urged upon the 
ground of his eminent legal ability, 
pointing to the fact that his decisions 
always stood the tests of the highest 
courts in the land. The Enterprise“: 
opinion as to Judge Rising’s record 
and qualifications is endorsed by the 
best legal talent of the State, and we 
do not feel like dissenting, although a 
tear escapes us at the sorrows of the 
Bonanza Kings. And now, while the 
subfect is open, we will give the Inter- 
prise another small quid of sea- weed 
to chew upon. Judge Rising, whom 
the Kingly organ does not dare to im- 
peach, has decided that the tax is just 
legally, and can be collected. The 
State and Storey county needs all of 
this money—then certainly it is expe- 
dient to collect it. When driven from 
the ground of justice, legality and 
expediency, where does the Lnterprise 
stand? The suit involves abeut $300,- 
000, and the penalty is 35 per cent. 
It may go to the Supreme Court of 
the State, andif this should happen 
we will give odds and wager an ama- 
teur job press against the Enterprises 
self-respect, that the State wins by a 
unanimous decision. 


The New Game Law. 


The amended Game Law, which 
passed the last Session forbids the 
trapping of quail, or any enterference 
with their nests. It shall be unlawful 
for any person to catch or kill a prai- 
rie chicken before September 1st 1879. 
It shall be unlawful to catch or kill 
game birds of any kind between the 
ist day of April and the Ist day of 
September of each year. It shall be 
unlawful for any person to catch, kill 
or have in his possession, any deer, 
elk, antelope, mountain sheep or goat 
between the ist day of January and 
the Ist day of July of each year. The 
limit of penalty is $200 fine, and 6 
months imprisonment. The Act also 
protects at all times, sparrows, blue 
birds, blue jays, thrushes, mocking 
birds, swallows, red breasts, cat bird, 
rovers and humming birds. 

This is a condensed statement of the 
provisions of the Act, and we recom- 
mend that sportsmen preserve it for 
future reference. The bill also makes 
it unlawful to buy, from Indians even, 
any of the. game birds, while the 
law isin force. The law is a good 
one, but one point troubles us. Who 
was the blue jay’s champion? We 
never could see any particular useful- 
ness in that animal, and always con- 
sidered him a natural villain and thief.
